The memorial service held last Sun- 
day afternoon at three o'clock in the 
2nd Congregational Church was most im- 
pressive doing honor to the memory or 
our first brave Coha9set boy to die in 
the present war, Sergt. George A. Mealy, 
•on of Mr. and Mrs. George Menly of Co- 
hasset. He was wounded July 14th. 
and died July 17th. The order of ser- 
vice was as follows: 

Song, "Jesus, Saviour, Pilot Me," by 
quartet, composed of Messrs. Philip 
Bailey, Frank Sladen, Charles Wood, 
Samuel Bates. Scripture readings by 
Rev. Fred Stanley, pastor. Song, "Near- 
er My God to Thee." quartet. A splen- 
didly eulogistic address followed by Rev. 
Stanley, In whleb he recited the beMitl- 
fnl poem "In Flanders Fileds" and Am- 
ercia's reply to this poem. Then prayer 
response by quartet and prayer by pas- 
tor and last, song by quartoet, "Goort 
(Night." Benedietoin. The State Guard 
also Col Wm. Rogers, Judge Advocate 
General, and the sailors of the Naval 
Reserve stationed at Gov't. Islnnd with 
the relatives, friends and townspeople 
of the deceased filled the church com- 
pletely. 

At the close of the service in the 
church, the congregation followed the 
State Guard to the plain on the northern 
•tide of the Unitarian Church facing the 
flagpole, but nearer the church, where 
military honors added the fitting climax 
to the church service. The State Guard 
commanded by C»pt. H. B. Pennell stoort 
at attention, then a dirge was blown on 
the bugle by George 8. Tower after which 
a squad of eight men were marched out 
in advance by Lieut. Dudley Dean and 
three volleys fired by them. Bugler 
Tower sounded "Taps" and then the 
Guard marched to their quarters at the 
town hnll. Many prohnbly remembered 
that at about this time last year Scrgt. 
Mealy stepped out on the plain where 
he stood with Co. K and received the 
Honor War "Medal which tlwp town pre- 
sented to each of her Cohasset boys in 
active service at the Open Air Testimon- 
ial Meeting held shortlybefore the boys 
went away to Franmingham for the 
last time as a Co. As the volleys rang 
out and the people stood with the Guard 
in reverent attention, we realized as 
never before that our little town had be- 
come one with the Allies as never before 
for across the sea in France one of ou> 
tvery own boys had given his all. had 
been one of those who "fight where they 
are sent." even if fighting they 
, That a glorious peace may be purchased 
("fir all," firfd in the pride and glorv w« 
pfvtfi lias tx-en added ?to our town'/ bis 
ttfry by this the death of a brave nnr 
Rood young man we remember also the 
words of the song, "While the Nation 
Mourns His Loss His Dear Mother Bean 
the Cross" and as a community we ex 
tend to the sorrowing parents and near 
relatives our deepest aond most heart- 
felt sympathy in their great and irre- 
parable loss.

Frocks for "The Awkward Age" 




From about her seventh year until 
she Is well along In the *'flni>i>cr" stage 
the growing girl usually requires some 
special attention to clothe her becom- 
ingly.

Plaid and plain gingham or plaid 
and plain serge will serve equully well 
for the other dresses.

Woman Strewing Flowers Upon the 
Graves of Yankee Soldiers Mourns 
the "Pauvres Garcone" — Amer- 
ican Describes Visit to 
Cemetery. 

New York. — An American officer 
with Pershing's army In France has 
written In a letter to his wife this 
moving description of a visit to a 
French cemetery: 
"Come with me, then, to this little 

village on the banks of the , a 

sleepy little village nestled In the 
broad valley through which the river I 
flows. In ordinary times a village of 
I a few thousand Inhabitants, It Is now 
almost empty because most of the peo- 1 
pie who could afford It have fled to 
safer places, tasting for the secoad 
time since 1914 the bitterness of the I 
war as It affects the peaceful civilian. 
"It Is lute afternoou, wurm and sun- 
, ny. We stroll down the main street , 
together past the old church, once a ! 
i handsome structure but now badly i 
' weather woru uud almost In ruins. 
| Further on we pass the ruins of an 
, old Roman wall which marked the Urn- 1 
Its of the 'city' In Caesar's time. Our 
I footsteps turn us to the right Into a 
I little Iaue which leads out to the 
I country up the gentle slope ana" to- 
ward the front. After pusslng under 
' the railroad bridge the lune brauches 
off abruptly to the right, it soon dls- 
' appears through a stone gutewny and 
i we find ourselves In the 'new' ceiue- 
i tery, culled new becuuse the demnnds 
I of this terrible four years* struggle 
have been so urgent thut the old ceme- 
tery Is overpopulnted. it whs Large 
enough for the normal population of 
the vHlu-;e. hut death has stalked often 
through the streets these last four 
years uud Its victims must hnve room. 

"A little gravel path, luld out with 
mnthemntlc stralghtness, runs through 
the cemetery,. First, there ure a few 
civilian graves huddled together at the 
nenr end us If they had been crowded 
to make room for the other tenuuts. 
Then tin the right row after row of 
graves of French soldiers marked by 
j huge wooden crosses, and for the most 
] purt covered with those hideous bead- 
work florul pieces thut the French use. 
I On seeing them, one understands how 
j Jeun Valjeun recouped his fortuues. 
Vou remember the story, no doubt. 
There were graves of Iufuntry, cavalry 
aud artillery, and once In u while thut 
I of un aviator, but wherever one goes 
| It Is alwuys the lufoutry thut pre- 
| dominates. Here 4s the grave of a 
Chluesc worker, there thut of a Mo- 
huiumednn, but all bcur the well-known 
phrase which meuns so much: 'Mort 
pour la putrlel' 

Graves of Americans. 
"As I wandered along through row 
after row reading the names and won- 
dering who their owners might huve 
been 1 was startled to see on the oth- 
er side of the puth a single row of j 
graves, at the head of euch a prim 
little cross, different somewhat from j 
those across the way and painted In 
khaki. Then I knew who these new- 
comers were. There were 22 of them, 
; each bearing a little round Identltlca- 
' tlou tug. 1 lustluctlvely reached up to 
1 feel If mine was still around my ueck. 

Thebe 22, amoag the first to give up 
I their all for the patrle so far across 
the seu, wtre arranged In perfect 
I alignment like a platoon In drill. I 
couldn't help suylng to myself: 

"'Well, wben the Muster of the 
Greut Unknown commuads — "Heroes, 
Attention to Aluslerl" you all will an- 
nwer here.' 

"They were pluln little graves, hid- 
eous almost In their newness und nury 
a soil to cover them. Hut hud they 
heeu forgotten? No, Indeed; for on 
euch lay a little bunch of llowcrs, put 
there by the klud hands of the women 
of the village. Those people ure so 
hind, so thoughtful. They, ut least, 
will never forget. Even ns I stood 
there thinking ubout all these things a 
woman cume up, very poor she seemed 
to be. yet she carried a huge basket 
filled with flowers, which she carefully 
distributed all nlong the row. As she 
came up to me 1 heard her say, al- 
most to herself and thinking probably 
thut 1 did not understand; 



" Taavrea garcons, lis sont venus do 
al loin 1' 

"1 couldn't help it, I went up to her 
and shook her by the band and 
thanked her In the names of those 
sleeping there and In the name of their 
mothers and sisters and sweethearts 
back home. If I knew where to write, 
I would write to those 22 mothers and 
tell them that their boys are belug 
well looked after. 

"Before I could say anything more 
to the woman she was gone. She said 
she must keep one bunch of flowers 
for her marl over yonder on the other 
side of the path. There were the ser- 
ried ranks of the French, on our side 
of the path only one little row, and 
then off In a far corner away from 
everything else a little group of Ger- 
man graves, hid among a clump of 
trees as If shrinking from the advance- 
Ing hordes of French and their aew 
allies from across the sea. it all sym- 
bolized so well the two armies, the 
Frenoh and the American, one great, 
the other small but growing, standing 
side by side against the Boches who 
lay in the corner agalust the stone 
wall. 

"In the upper part of the cemetery 
was a group of workmen digging. I 
They had been digging all day Ion? 
and for mnny days, for there werel 
many rows of graves yet unfilled. 
There must be room for those yet to 
come. 

Supplies for the Front 
"Along the railroad thut runs pnst 
the cemetery train afcer tram pusses, 



loaded with supplies and munitions 
und men. soing up toward the front. 
Could those sleeping bere bu'i know 
•t I Could they *mt know thut France, 
as ever since those terrible dnys of 
1U14. Is staudlag fast, boldlug the en. 
emy at bar. nnd bearing the brunt of 
this terrific struggle 1 They mnst 
know it. for they all Bleep so peace- 
fully. Their part Is done. They have 
given everything they had to give and 
nnbegrudglngly. For them the distant I 
rumble of the cannon has no mlsglv- J 
mgs, for they sleep secure in the be- 
lief that victory come day will be ours. 
Sleep cn, comrades — for 1 am priv-j 
Heged to call you comrades — your 
work is over. You have well earned 
Jour rest. Those of us who are left] 
will carry on the work you so well be- 
gan. 

"Just as 1 left the gate, turning 
homeward, a strange procession ap- 
Peured down the lane, and I ntopped to 
let It pass— a huge camion, painted 
war gray, followed by eight grizzled j 
territorials, their rifles slung over their 
shoulders pollu fashion. They were 
dirty, unshaven, and their uniforms! 
faded and torn, but, oh, so typical of 
France, torn and wracked by four, 
long years of war. On the truck was 
painted the word 'Munitions.' It wus 
not mislabeled, for It carried cannon- 
fodder that had served Its purpose, 
nnd had been used up In the struggle. 

"I came quickly to attention and sa- 
luted. It Is a custom of the country, 
often done without thought or feeling, 
but this time my soul wus In It I was I 
proud to thus render homage to one j 
poor common soldier as he passed on 
his last, long inarch. 

"Open wide the gates and give the 
newcomer room I Give him a com- 
fortable place In that furthest row, for 
he must have rest and peace. The 
leaves In the trees rustled, the torn 
and faded flags fluttered and the tin 
tricolor cockades on each cross tinkled 
— thus was the newcomer welcomed 
Into his last earthly home."

80YS LONG FOR HOKE EATS 



Eagle Hut Represents Last Word In 
Economical Eating in British Capi- 
tal—Menu Shows Great Vari- 
ety of Dishes. 

London. — Fourteen cents for a sat- 
isfying tuenl. Twenty-flve cents for a 
superlatively tilling repast. These 
prices reveul thut the high cost of eat- 
ing should have no terrors to the 
American soldier or sailor "on his 
own" in London. It represents that 
last word In economical eating even 
for the English capttul, where prices 
are uniformly moderate. Even the big- 
ger public eutlng pluces, where large 
turnover uliows a low charge, tbe low- 
est price charged for a modest meal 
Is tenpence — 20 cents, while the meal 
which costs the Yankee lighter a shil- 
ling costs the civilian as much as 85 
ceats. 

Moreover. It Is American food. Not 
every American hoy In olive drab or 
nnvy blue who lands In London has a 
literary tourist's ambition to eat at the 
Cheshire Cheese or the Blackfriurs or 
uny of the other quaint Inns made fa- 
mous by Dickens or Thackeray. Many 
of our fighters do not care for the pon- 
deroiis dishes of the two-decker nov- 
els, but yearn for modern home eats. 
Where King Ate Pancakes. 

And they get It, at 14 to 25 cents, 
ut Engle Hut, the fnmous Y. M. C. A. 
center, where King George and Queen 
Mary recently enjoyed pancakes a hi 
American. 

The 14-cent rate Is cheaper even 
thnn thnt charged nt the national mod- 
el kitchen, where a three-course meal 
of soup, beef nnd pudding costs 13 
ryots. Mrs. Arthur Coke of London, 
who makes out nil the Hut menus, not 
only meets nil government require- 
ments, but sees to It that there Is pr»P- 
er und nctnictlve variation In ,l,e 
dishes from duy to dny. Tbe food 18 
plain, to be sure, but it nil Is of hlch 
quality, and the portions show no 
stinting. 

Breakfast nnd supper each cost 14 
cents. A breukfnst consists of cereal, 
mnisuge or bncon, hreud and ten. A 
recent supper consisted of snusuce. 
well done, thick slices of bread with 
butter, inuriualnde nnd ten. The same 
food costs from 25 to 30 cents at the 
West-end restaurants. 

A typical shilling dinner Includes 
Scotch broth, stewed steak or 



beef, potatoes, buttered beets, currant 
padding, bread, ten or coffee. The 
«oups are not the dishwater type, 
either, hut of good stock. An Engle 
Hut shilling supper provides the 
Amerlcnn fighter with meat pie con- 
tnlnlng more ment than crust, or snu- 
snge, potatoes. Jelly, brend nnd butter, 
cuke and tea or coffee. Commercial 
eating places charge two or three 
times this umount, often as high us 85 
cents, within governmental restric- 
tions. 

Varletv to Choose From. 

The Amerlcnn soldier or sailor also 
enn choose from extra dishes at equal- 
ly low prices, a chotce of fish, pie, eggs 
prepnred In various ways, baked beans, 
snlnds, fried onions, rlce-and-marmn- 
Inde. custards, Jellies and other sweets 
which ure strangers to camp mess. 
The prices charged at the Eagle Hut 
nre from two to six cents less thnn 
the ordinary restaurant prices. In ad- 
dition, this Is tbe one place where the 
American hoys can get thnt most typ- 
ical home dcllcncy. American pnnenkes 
with maple sirup, which the Uiug aud 
queen sampled recently. Twelve 
cents buys a brace of cakes with ma- 
ple sirup, and the first hnlf-month's de- 
mand for this fnvorlte totaled oue or 
more helpings for 6,124 men. 

It Is no wonder then that Engle Hut 
feeds between 2.000 nnd 2,800 Ameri- 
can fighters daily, and that the noon 
hour is a continuous rush which taxes 
to the uttermost the efforts of the 
waitresses, all women who volunteer 
fhelr services and minister with smil- 
ing patience and friendliness to the 
nppredutive lads from the United 
States. 

Eagle Hut dispenses other commodi- 
ties, tobneco and candy topping the 
list of favorites. A few Americans, 
forgetting the mnny advnntnges nnd 
economies found nt the HnL hnve com- 
plnlned thnt their favorite brands of 
Amerlcnn tohncco. If nt nil obtainable, 
cost them more thnn It did nt home. 
They did not know thnt there Is a 
high Import duty on cigarettes and 
prepnred tobneco for pipes nnd "mak- 
ings" nor thnt there Is a home tax 
which Is causing the English tobne- 
conlsts to revise their prices often. 
Smoking imported tobneco In England 
todny really Is a luxury. The wise 
stranger has given It up In favor of 
the brands the English nse.

HEALTH REGULATIONS. 

The Board of Henlth of the Town of 
Cohass-et, in the County ot .Norfolk, by 
virtu* of the pro*, ifion "of Chapter 75 of 
the KovimhI Ijiws anil aniendmonta 
thereto, and any other power it thereto 
enabling, doth hereby onlnin and enact 
the following regulations. 
Minimum Rules for Communicable 
Diseases. 
Definitions. 
Quarantine. 

The term quarantine, nc u»ed in these 
rules, (.hull be understood to mean that 
per>ons in the dwelling, tenement, apart- 
ment or other quarters under restric- 
tion shall not leave xud premises, and 
that no other person* save the physi- 
cian, nurse, elergjinan and authorized 
health ollioers shall enter such premises 
except by permission of the local health 
authorities. 

Isolation 

The term isolation, as used in these 
rules, shall l>e understood to mean the 
rvtriotion of the patieut and nurse or 
other attendants to a certain room or 
rooms apart from other members of the 
household in a manner satisfactory to 
the local health authorities. 

Householder 

The term householder, as usctl 
these rules, shall be understood 
meaning the head of the household, or 
the one in charge of the household, or 
the one in charge of a hospital, asylum, 
prison, jail, school or institution, pub- 
lic or private. 

Tenement or Apartment 

The term tenement or apartment, as 
used in these rules, shall be understood 
to mean the room or rooms or portion 
of a building used as a residence by a 
single family or household. 

Disinfection 

The term disinfection, applied to 
premises, as used in these rules, shall be 
understood, to mean the cleansing, ren- 
ovation and airing of the same, follow- 
ing the presence of eases of communic- 
able diseases, and such additional meas- 
ures as may be required by the local 
health authorities. 

Quarantine as Applied to Tenements 
In a house containing more than one 
tenement or apartment where each 
apartment has a separate exit, quaran- 
tine applies to a single tenement. 

"In a house containing more than one 
tenement or apartment where there is 
a common entrance hall together with 
an individual exit, quarantine applies 
to a single tenement, provided access to 
the common entrance hall is shut off 
during the period of quarantine. 

In a house containing more than one 
tenement or apartmct where there are 
only common entrance balls and exits, 
quarantine applies to all families with- 
in the building. 

Isolation and Sick Room Regulations 
Duration of Isolation 
Isolation or quarantine shall contin- 
ue until release bv the Board of 
Health. 

The minimum period of isolation of a 
person having any of the following 
diseases shall be as follows. — 

Anterior poliomyelitis (infantile par- 
alysis* : Twentv cight days from the 
onset of the "disease, and thereafter 
until aeute symptoms have subsided. 

Diphtheria: fen days from the onset 
of the disease, and thereafter until two 
successive nejjBtive cultures, taken at 
least twenty-four hours apart, from 
both nose and throat, have been ob- 

Scarlet Fever: Twenty-eight days 
from the onset of the disease, and there- 
after until infective discharge from nose 
and throat, car or aLsc?-«ses. have 
ceased. 

Measles: Ten days from th^ onset of 
the disease, ami thereafter until all 
symptoms have ceased. 

Whooping cong!:: TlMrty-ftVu days 
'rem the ous t of the disrate, ami th.-re 
after until the characi-ristif whoop 



Mumps: Twenty-one days '.ore the 
onset ot the disease. 

Chicicen pox: Fonitreii u>ys from the 
on^ei <f the di>-o *e. and • tit m tci un- 
til all skin l.sions are bailed 

Smallpox:. Twenty-eight days from 
the onset < f the disease, and therealtcr 
until scabs are gone and skin is healed. 

German measles: Seven d.i>9 from 
the onset of the disease, and tliercuTter 
until all symptoms have ceased. 

Epidemic cerebrospinal meningitis*. 
Fourteen days from the onset of the 
disease, 1 "thereafter until all acute 
symptoms have ceased.

Physicians Must Report Diseases. 



When a physician knows thti 
son whom he is called to visit is infected 
with a diM?a«.e dangerous to the public 
henlth. he shall immediately give no 
tice thereof in writing over his own sig- 
nature, to the Board of Health. (R. L 
75. See. 50. as amended by l'.K>3 251, 
See. S, and by 1007 480.) 
Householders Must Report Diseases. 
A householder who knows that a per- 
son in his family or house is sick with 
.i disease diingerous to the public health 
"•hall forthwitn give notice thereof to 
the Board of Health. (U. L. 75, Sec. 
Oa, as amended bv 1005. 251, Sec. 1, by 
l'.»07. f<so, by lu'lO. 26'j, and bv 1U1-4, 
177.1 

To the list of notifiable diseas 
uow added, under Chapter 070, 
of 1913. Gonorrhea and Syphilis. 

These nre reportable on aud 
February 1. 1U1S, to the State Board 
of Health by number but not by 

Should any person with cither of 
these disease* in the infective stage 
mil to report to his physician f< 
ment as required, after six weeks their 
unities* nud addresses will be seut to 
the State Department of Health ami 

to the local Board of Health, 
treated as a person suffering from a 
disease dangerous to the public health. 

Exclusion From School. 
Children Shall be Detained from School 
during Quarantine and Isolation 
Periods. 

Contacts shall be detained from 
scli<«jl. following last exposure, for a 
•H'riod corresponding to the incubation 
periods of the different diseases as 8|>c- 
citied above, unless immunized artifi- 
cially or by a previous attack of the 
disease; or in the case of diphtheria, 
until two successive negative cultures 
have been obtained* after last exposure 
to the disease. 

Rcadmission ~To~ school shall depend 
upon presentation of a ecrtiheate from 
the local health authorities, or from the 
attending physician bearing the ap- 
proval of the local health authorities. 
Exposed Persons. 
Maximum Incubation Periods. 
Persons who have been exposed to 
liseases dangerous to the public health 
hall be deemed to be in danger of 
■ontrncting such disenses unlrs immu- 
nized by an attack or by vaccine, or 
unless free from symptoms of the dis- 
ease during the following longest com- 
mon incubation periods after the latest 
exposure: 

Diphtheria: Bipht days. 
Scarlet fever. Fight days. 
Smallpox: Twenty-one days. 
Anterior poliomyelitis: Fourteen 



days. 

Epidemic cerebrospinal meningitis: 
Ten days. 
Chicken pox: Twenty-one days.

Quarantine. 
Placarding of Dwellings. 
The Board of Heaith shall give warn- 
ing of the existence of each of the fol- 
lowing diseases by posting n placnrd 
bearing the inline of the disease near 
neo or more of the entrances to the 
dwelling, apartment or room in which 
such ease is located:

Milk Bottles. 
Xo persons shnll remove any milk 
bottles from a house in which there is

I meningitis, or smallpox without 
permission of the Board of Health. 
Public Libraries. 
No person shall interchange books be- 
tw.cn libraries and quarantined house- 
holds, or households having isolated in- 

PuSlic Funerals Forbidden In Certain 
Cases. 

Xn» public funernl shall be held of 
any person who has died of anterior 
poliomyelitis, diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
wmallpox. or cerebrospinal meningitis. 
Excision from Business. 
No person shall engage in the hand- 
ling of milk or food, nor in an occupa- 
tion bringing him into close contact 
with children, after exposure to or 
while residing in a household in which 
there is a vase of ssarlct fever, diphth- 
ria, typhoid fever, anterior poliomye 
it is, smallpox or cerebrospinal menin- 
■itis without permission from the 
Board of Health. 

Other persons may be required to re- 
move from the dwelling or to abandon 
tbnir occupation* if the nature or the 
isolation of the patient or the amount 
of contact occurring in he occupation 
i.re held bv the Board of Health to re 
quire Hiieh" action. (R. I*. 75, See. 30,

Tuberculosis. 
Disposal of Sputum. 

Every person suffering from tubercu- 
losis shall dispose of his sputum In a 
manner which shall not endanger the 
public health. 

Notice of Removal. 

Whenever a person with tuberculosis

Rarer Communicable Diseases. 

Other diseases dangerous to the pub- 
lic health, not speeillcally mentioned in 
the above rules because of their rarity, 
shall be subject to sueh isolation, quar- 
antine or other measures of control as 
the Board of Henlth may determine by 
special rules nnd regulations. 
Regulations for the Production, Care 
and Sate of Milk, Adopted by the 
Board of Health of the Town of Co- 
hassct.

Sec. 4. No person without n written 
license from this Board shall convey or 
cause to be conveyed through any 
itrect in this town any night soil, 
ilatiglitcr-house or market offal or 
blood, nnd then only in a vehicle cf- 
dually covered and water-tight. 

General Regulations. 
Section 1. Every householder shnll

Sec 7. No sink or waste water shall 
lie turned into or thrown upon the 
streets, .gutters or sidewalks of this 
town. All brooks, open drains and 
sluiceways shall be kept free from such 
obstructions ns in the opinion of this 
Board may endanger the public health; 
aud upon notice from this Board, the 
owner or occupant^ shall remove all said 
obstruction within the time allowed by 
said Board. 

Sec. S. No person shall throw Into 
or leave on or upon nny street, court, 
lane, public square or enclosure of any 
vncnnt or occupied lot owned by the 
town or the public or into nny pond, 
eannl, creek or stream of water with- 
in the limits of the town, nny dead an- 
imal or vegetable matter, or any waste 
wnter, rubbish or filth of any kind; nor 
shall any person throw or leave upon 
any flats or tidewater within the juris- 
diction of this town auy dead animal or 
other foul or offensive* matter. 

Sec. 9. No animal affected with in- 
fectious or contagious disease shnJJ be 
brought within the limtis of the town. 

Sec. 1. No person or persons shall be 
paid for burying animals without first 
obtaining a written order from this 
Board. 

See. 11. Auy person within the lim- 
its of this town who maintains a con- 
lition of things thnt for nny cause is 
not mentioned in the previous rognla- 
tios. nnd which, in the opinion of this 
Board, constitutes a nuisance to th 
neighborhood or a danger to the publi 
health shnll, on receipt of n notice 
from this Board, at once can^e such nui- 
sance or danger to the public health

Each member of the Board 
of Health slurll act as henlth ollicer of 
the Board, and order the abatement of 
coming (iniler Iiis obser 
y owucV or occupant of 
premises upon which the abatement of 
nuisance has been ordered shall ne- 
glect to comply with the order, the 
nuisance may be abated by this Board 
at the expense or said owner or occn-.

Burials. 

Section 1. No publie funeral shall be 
Held over the remains of any person 
who has died of Smallpox, Scarlet Fe- 
ver, Diphtheria, Cerebrospinal Menin- 
gitis or Infantile Purlaysis, without a 
written i)ermit of the Board of Health, 
and under such regulations as mav pre- 
vent the spread of any of said diseases. 
The remains of any pcrou who has died 
truiu nny of snid disenses shall at once 
he placed in a tight or scaled coffin, 
nnd shall not thereafter be exposed to 
Mew or disturbed except for burial. 

Sec. 2 That in the case of death 
fhere the deceosed had not been nt- 
. ended by a practising phvsieiun, the 
ecrtificnte of death shall be issued by 
the Medical Examiner. 

Sec 3. That no dead body of any 
person shall be carried to any cemetery 
or from one pleace to another within 
the town, iu any publie vehicle other 
than a hfnrse or undertaker's vehicle 
provided for that purpose. 

Miscellaneous. 
. Section 1. All barber shops, together 
with all furniture, shall be kept in a 
c eanly and sanitary condition. Mugs, 
shaving brushes, razors, scissors, clip- 
ping machine, pincers, needles and other 
steel instruments shall be sterilized 
cither by immersion in steam, boiling 
water, or in *leohol of at least 60 per 
cent strength, after each separate use. 
Combs shall be thoroughly cleansed 
with soap-suds and brush after each 
separate use. A separate clean towel 
shall be used for each person. Alum or 
other material used to stop the flow of 
blood shall be applied only on a towel 
or other clean coth. The use of powder 
puffs and of sponges is prohibited, ex- 
cept that a sponge owned by a cus- 
tnmer may be used on him. Every bar- 
ber shop shall bi> kept well ventilnted 
and provided with running hot nnd cold 
water. No person shall be allowed to 
use any bnrber shop as 0 sleeping room. 
Every barber shall thoroughly eleanse 
his hands before serving each "customer. 
Every barber shop shall be inspected at 



least twice annually by the Secretary 
of the Board of Health. A copy of thiB 
order shall be kept exposed in plain 
view in every barber shop. 

Sec. 2. Bodies of deceased animals, 
which cannot be conveniently inciner- 
nted or buried, shnll be reported to the 
Bonrd of Henlth within twenty- four 
hours nfter denth, or upon discovery of 
such dead bodies. 

Sec. 3. N 0 rummage sales shall be 
held within the "Town of Cohasest with- 
out a permit from the Board of Health 
IRVING F. SYLYliSTER.

Doing Their Bit 
Graham Is extremely patriotic and 
careful In his observntlons of mentlcss 
days, etc. The other day he turned to 
his mother and said, "Mums, what ani- 
mal Is It thnt goes (or days wlthont 
a drink of wnter? Is It a camel?" His 
mother told him It wns. After a panse 
he looked up, his eyes sparkling, "Tho 
tlear, dear things 1 Doing their bit I" 



Eat! Eat! Eat I 

That's what every captured American proceeds to do when he reaches 
the prison enmp at Brandenburg, Germany, to which navul captives are sent 
by Germany. 

When the prisoner arrives after a long Journey to a German port and 
through the Llmburg concentration prison, he Is met by Chief Gunr.er's Mate 
James Delaney and three other Americnn prisoners who constitute the Amer- 
ican help committee of the American Hed Cross In Brandenburg camp, about 
20 miles from Berlin. 

To meet Just such a contingency the American Red Cross from Its prison- 
er's relief warehouse at Berne has sent this committee a stock of emergeacy 
food parcels and supplies of clothing and various comforts, such as soap, 
brushes, towels, etc 

There are no speeches of welcome — for the men are anything but wel- 
come — Jast a good American handshake, and the committee hands over a H C{ j 
Cross parcel containing ten pouads of real Amerlcaa "eats." 

Most of the food Is cooked and ready to be wolfed by a man who has his 
own opinion about the sustaining powers of thin soup. When finally the 
sailor stretches and sighs the sigh of tho well fed, the committee Bhoots Its 
first question. 

"Smoke?" 

This, too, la answered from another Red Cross package containing th* 
cigarettes, pipe and tobacco. 

The arrival Is then given a post card addressed to the prisoners' relief 
bureau at Berne. This card gives the Red Cross facts which It communicates 
to the prisoaer's family la America. The card adds a new name to the list of 
military and civil prisoners to whom the American Red Cross each week 
sends 20 pounds of bread, meat, fish, dried fruit, vegetables, sugar, coffee, 
tea, etc. 

The card also gives the sizes of shoes aad garments the prisoner wears 
so that ualforms or other clothing can bo supplied. Smokers receive regular 
packages of tobacco. 

These shlpmeats are made from the vast stores which the Red Cross has 
collected at Berne for the relief of captured Americans In Germnny, enough 
to maintain 22,000 Americana for six months. 

No American prisoner needs anything beyond what Is being supplied to 
him except spending money. In fact. Franklin Abbott, director of the depart- 
ment of prisoners' relief, urges relatives of captured men not to attempt to 
send them pnrcels. 

"But do the American prisoners get these Red Cross shipments?" Is a 
question asked frequently. 

"They do," is Mr. Abbott's positive answer. "The American Red Cross 
has meaas of making certain that the prisoners get whnt Is sent Every 
package calls for return of a receipt signed by the prisoner. 

"If any one falls to acknowledge a pnekage, an Immediate Inqnlry la 
started. If the package miscarried, the Interaatlonal Red Cross, through 
neutral agencies in Germany, finds oat what became of the shlpmeat 

"We hnve a similar committee for army prisoners at Tuchel In charge of 
Sergeant Ilnlybnrton. These stocks are not large, Just a few hundred par- 
cels, but we maintain these stocks at a point where we believe they will 
feed any reasonable number of prisoners until the weekly shipments from 
Berne come through."

It Is estimated that during the Inst 
18 months the output of corn dour has 
increased 500 per cent. There Is now 
enongh cornmeal being turned ont to 
care for all demands In the United 
States. The remarknble Increase In 
output, which Is certnla to become 
greater each succeeding moath, Is due 
In considerable part to the conversion 
of much wheat-milling mncblacry Into 
corn-milling machinery.

Site for a Summer Outing 

When you make your camp, pick ont . 
a rise of ground where there Is good I 
drainage, and where the trees are not I 
too thick, for good circulation of air 
is Important, says Boys' Life, the Boy I 
Scouts' Magazine. Avoid large soft- j 
wood trees such as Cottonwood, poplar 
aad soft maple, as the limbs break off ! 
easily In a storm and a big branch 
might come crashing down on your 
tent and seriously Injure the occupants. 
Good campers do not pitch their tents 
directly under Inrge oak, elm, ash or 
hnrd maples, as those trees are most 
frequently struck by lightning. Avoid 
rank grass, for that Is a sign of exces- 
sive moisture. Never pitch camp In 
narrow ravines or gullies, for frequeut- 
ly In sndden storms they carry small 
torreats of water which wonld flood 
yonr camp.

Each Hen Should Produce 

Ten Dozen Eggs Per Year. 

The average novlnce can reasonably 
expect to get an average of at least 
ten dozen eggs per hen per year from 
his small flock In the back yard. On 
the basis of two hens to each member 
of the family, according to the depart- 
ment of agriculture, this will gi ve 20 
dozen eggs In n year to each person, 
which amount Is about halfway be- 
tween the general average of farm nnd 
city consumption. No back yard poul- 
try keeper shonld be satisfied with less 
than this. Every back ynrd pourtry 
keeper should try to get as much more 
as possible. 

To provide nn egg a dny for each 
person, two hens would hnve to Iny 
1S3 epgs ench p»r year. This Is by no 
means an Impossible nvernge for small 
flocks. It Is perhaps not too much to 
sny that In cases where the person at- 
tending tho flor-k Is prnctlcnlly « on 
the Job" nil the time, thnt Is, In n pool- 
tlon to look after the wants of the 
birds three or more times a dny, nn 
nvernge of betler than 13 dozen eggs 
per hen can enslly be secured. If the 
hens lire mntnre ar«l In good condition 
nt tho start, inirt hnve the vitality to 
rnrry them through a year of heavy 
laying.

Among my frleads for years Is a 
hard-working farmer with wife and 
several children. He aever seemed 
to quite "get there."

When I saw blm last week he snld: 

"It's this way: I subscribed 
j $50 for a Liberty bond last year, 
and simply had to pay for It I 
did so by paying In every dollar I 
could spare.

Throughout the northern hemisphere 
Jnly Is recognized as the wannest 
month of the year, though An gust Is 
often n close second and has many 
days of extreme heat. This heated 
term In Jnly ctm'.lcues. notwithstand- 
ing the sun ha< i'f-gun its course of re- 
cession from the Tropic of Cancer. 

Jnly was originally the fifth month 
of tbe Roman year and for that reason 
bore the name "QuinfJUs."* In the 
Alban calendar It bad 3»5 days. Romu- 
lus nMuciHl it to 31 and Xuma to 30 
days. So tt stood for several centuries. 
It was restored to 31 days by Julius 
Caesar, who felt u personal Interest 
In Quintilis. as It was bis birth month. 
After the death of Caesar, who had 
largely reformed the calendar, Mark 
Anthony changed the name to July In 
honor of the family of Caesar. It Is 
said "this month was selected for this 
distinction when the snn was most po- 
tent to denote that Julius was the em- 
peror of the world and therefore the 
appropriate leader of one-haif of the 
year." 

The Saxons caled July the "bay 
month." because the hay was usually 
mowed In that month. They also call- 
ed It the "mead or meadow month' 
from the meads betng then tn bloom.

These 
tests, which reveul so much of vltnl 
Import for onr nrmlcs. hnve been made 
Oy a Chicago specialist. Capt. Charles 
Moore Robertson of tbe Medlcnl Re- 
serve corps, who bas fitted up for the 1 
purpose a cahlnet In which each flier- | 
to-lic wns placed and subjected to at- 
mospheric coadltlons Identical, so fur 
as pressure Is concerned, with those 
obtaining In flying, the air Icing rure- 
tled by means of a powerful pump. 

Each man was examined both before 
and after belnn confined In the cahlnet, 1 
eacb exnmlnatioa consisting In taking 
the blood pressure, nscertnlnlng the 
muscle toae by measuring the dura- 
tion of one nerve Ir.ipuUe with n dynn- 1 
momcter and slop watch, nnd In re- 
volving the Kubji'ct In n pivoted elinlr.

olr pressure.
